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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is the assertion of the applicant that there is no 
motivation to combine the Jackson or Whang references with the Simpson and /or Clark references as they are non analogous art and 
one of ordinary skill in the art of expander tools would not turn to the bearing art. The examiner respectfully ttraverses this assertion. Both 
the Jackson and Whang references present different aspects of bearings or bearings themselves that any person of ordinary skill in an art 
utilizing bearings would know to exist. They solve specific problems with certain bearings and improve upon existing bearings. The 
examiner is relying on the bearing teaching alone and is not concerned with the machinery that the bearings are a part of. And they 
qualify as analagous art in that the applicant is trying to solve an overheating/wear problem, and this is the basis of the bearing art. 

It is the assertion of the applicant that Nn/vin v. Erlichman does not speak to the improvement that results from splitting the roller and thrust 
bearing into separate parts allowing them to be made of different materials. However, Examiner notes that the improvement of using 
different materials is not expressed in the claims. 

It is the asseertion of the applicant that the examiner cannot rely on Official Notice without some evidence in the art. As such, that 
examiner is providing a reference, Solorenko et al. (as seen on the enclosed PTO 892), which speaks to the usefuilness of a thrust 
bearing (1 14) between two rotating objects. It relieves torsional stress as put forth by the examiner in the Official Notice of last action. 

For these reasons the rejections of the previous final action are deemed to be with merit and are retained. 
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
